F the terrible Fires which have fo 
frequently ravaged of late in and 
about this great City of London, had 
happened in more fuperftitiovs or 
more violent Times, the giddy- 
headed Multitude would have af- 
figned far other Caufes for their Rife 
and Progrefs, than what are obvious to thinking Minds 
and the Light of Reafon. Such was the Event of what 
we commonly call the great Fire of London, which hap- 
pened on Saturday the 2d of September 1666, (the fame 
Day of the Week as well as the fame Day of the Month 
asthis very Day) and was from the uncharitable Difpofition 
and Malignity of the Party-Divifions then fubfifting, or 
rather raging, in thefe Kingdoms, and more particularly 
in London, reciprocaliy charged by the Papi/is and Fanatics 
upon one another, with all the Vehemence of Affurance ard 
Obloquy imaginable. 

A very old Pamphlet, in relation to that dreadful Con- 
fagration, having fallen into my Hands, I think I can’t 
better entertain the Public on this Anniverfary Day, than 
by communicating fome Extraéts of the moft material Part 
of it, whereby the Reader will fee how the Papifts and 
Fanatics of thafe Days reeriminated on one another, I hope 
with equal Falfhood, notwithftandiog the plaufible Cir- 
¢umftances that feem to warrant either Side. 

“The varjous Reports (fays my Author) concerning it, 
from different Parties, bring no folid Evidence toany judi- 
tious Perfon, while he obferves, that different Parties won't 
flick at different Lies, to vindicate their own Caufe, or 
blacken that of their Adverfaries. 

** *Tis well known, the Papifs are generally charged 
with being the Contrivers and Managers of that direful 
Calamity ; while, on the other Hand, the Papifs retort 
it back again upon the Fanatics.” 

Then he gives us a long Account, publifhed by Autho- 
rity in the Loudon Gazette, of the Progrels of the Flames ; 
wherein is the following Paragraph : 

“« Divers Strangers, Dutch and French, were, during 
the Fire, apprehended, upon Sofpicion that they contri- 
buted mifchievoufly to it; who are all imprifoned, and 

Informations prepared to make a fevere Jnquifition there- 
upon, by my Lord Chief Juftice Keeling, aflifted by fome 
of the Lords of the Privy-Couscil, and fome principal 
Members of the City ; notwithftanding which Su(picions, 
the Manner of the Burning all along in a Train, and fo 
blown forwards in all its Way by ftrong Winds, makes us 
conclude, the Whole wasan Effect of an unhappy Chance ; 
or, to fpeak better, the heavy Hand of God upon us for 

our Sins, fhewing us the Terror of his Judgement in thus 
raifing the Fire, and immediately after his miraculous and 
hever enough to be acknowledged Mercy in putting a Stop 
to it, when we were in the laft Defpair, and that all At- 
tempts for the quenching it, however induftrioufly purfued, 
feemed infufficient.” 

After this, my Author proceeds to give Bifhop Kenner's 

Opinion, from his Hittory of Exgland, on this Affair, vie. 

“ On the Monument, (fays the Bifhop) afterwards erecigd 

Mar the Place where she Fire. began, ghere was an Iafcrip- 








tion to this Effet, that the dreadful Flames broke out ina 
Lane adjoining, about Midnight, and being driven by a high 
Wind, confumed not only the adjacent Parts, but Places far 
remote; and with incredible Noife and Fury deftroyed 89 
Churches, amtong which was the Cathedral of St. Paul's, 
City-Gates, Guildhall, many Public Stru€tures, Hofpitals, 
Schools, Libraries, a va/? Number of ttately Edifices, 13 200 
Dwelling-Houfes, 400 Streets; of 26 Wards, it utterly 
ruined 15, and left 8 others foattered and half burnt. The 
Ruins of the City were 436 Acres, extending from the Tower 
along the Thames’ Side to the Temple Church, and from the 
North-Eaft Gate along the City-Wall to Holborn-Bridge or 
Fleet-Ditch. Jt was mercilefs to the Eflates and Fortunes of 
the Citizens, but favorable to their Lives, that it might in 
al! Things refemble the laft and great Conflagration. The 
Deéflru&ion «was fadden, for in a fhort Time the fame City 
which was in a flourifbing Condition was reduced to nothing ; 
and, after Three Days, when the fatal Fire had in Appear- 
ance overcome all Means of Refifance and human Couucils, 


by the Will of Heaven, it flopt and was extinguifbed. 


** Various were the Conjectures (continues the Bifhop) 
how this Fire began. Mott People did then look upon it 
to be the Hand of God, in a terrible Judgment upon a 
wiclzed City : Some faid it was contrived and carried on 
by the Papifts, which was offered to be made appear in the 
Popifh Plot. Others did fufpeét it an infidious Way of the 
Dutch and French making War, their Two Fleets being 
neareft to joining at that very ‘Time. There was but one 
Man tried at the O/d Bailey for being the Incendiary, who 
was convicted by his own Confeflion, and executed for it. 
His Name was Robert Hubert, a French Hugonot of Roan 
in Normandy. Some People thammed away this Confeflion, 
and faid he was Non compos Mentis, and had a Mind it 
feems to aflume the Glory of being hanged for the greateft 
Villain, Others fay, he was fober and penitent ; and be- 
ing, after Conviction, carried through the Ruins to fhew 
where he put Fire, he himlelf direéted thro’ the Afhes and 
pointing at the Spot whereon the firlt Burning-Houfe flood. 
It was foon after complained of, that Hubert was not {uffi- 
ciently examined who fet him to Work, or who joined 
with him. And Mr. Hales, in his Remarks upon Fisx- 
harris's Trial is bold to fay, that the Commons refolving to 
examine Hubert upon that Matter, next Day Hubert was 
hanged before the Houfe fate, fo could tell nq farther Tales. 
But, ‘among all the Proofs or Conjectures, nothing is more 
certain than this: That, in the Beginning of this Year, 
Fobn Rathbonne, William Saunders, avd fix others, for- 
merly Officers or Soldiers in the great Rebellion, were 
tried, convitted, and executed for confpiring the Death of 
his Majefty, and the Subverfion of the Government; in 
order whereunto, the City of London was to be fet on Fire, 
on Sept. 3, which, by fome Altrological Scheme, they 
pitched upon as a lucky Day for fuch an Enterprize. So 
that the Fire being at the Height that very Day, made 
People call that late Trjal to Remembrance, and fent them 
back to a public Gaxerte of April 30, 1666, No. 48, 
wherein a notorious Account of the Difcovery and Evidence 








of that Plot to fire the City, is delivered in Print, and it | 


fo far encrealed a Sufpicion of the Malice of our foreign 
Enemies, that, the{ Confpirators, fo condemned and exe- 


cuted, were faid so be ander the Direftion of a Committee | 


who fat conftantly in London, and received Orders from 
another in Helland.” 

My Author obferves, that nothing appears, cither in the 
public Accounts or in that of Bithop Kennet, that the Papi/?s 
were guilty of fetting the City on Fire ; and then endea- 
Vours to recriminate on the Fanatics: For which Purpofe, 
he gives a Paragraph, publifhed by Authority in the afore- 
mentioned Gazette of April 30, 1666, vis. 

** At the Seffions in the O/d-Bailey, Fobn Rathbonne, an 
old Army-Colonel, Wi/l. Sanders, Henry Tucker, Tho. Flint, 
Tho. Evans, John Miles, Will. Weftcot and Tobu Cole, for- 
merly Officers or Soldiers in the late Rebellion, were in- 
dicted for confpiring the Death of his Majefly, and the 
Overthrow of the Government ; having laid their Plot and 
Contrivance for the Surprizal of the Tower, the Killing his 
Grace the Lord Lieutenant General, Sir Yohn Robinfon 
Lieutenant of bis Majefty’s Tower of Londox, and Sir Ri- 
chard Brown, and then to have declared for an equal Divi- 
fion of Lands, &c. The better to effeét this hellith De. 
fign, the City was to have been fired, and the Porrcu/iis ta 
have been let down to keep out all Affiftance ; the Horfe. 
Guards to have been farprized in the Inns where they were 
quartered, feveral Oftlers having been gained for that Pur- 
pofe. ‘The Tower was accordingly .iewed, and it’s Surprize 
ordered by Boats over the Moat, and from thence {cale the 
Wall, One Alexander, who is not yet taken, had likewife 
difiributed Sums of Money to thofe Confpirators ; and, “og 
the carrying on the Defign more eif-<iually, they were 
told of a Council of the Great Ones that fat frequently in 
London, from whom iflued all Orders; which Council rey 
ceived their Directions from another in Hodland, who fat 
with the States, and that the 3d of September was pitched 
on for the Attempt, as being found by Li//’s Almanack, 
and a Scheme for that Purpofe, to be a lucky Day, a Pla. 
nee then ruling which prognoflicated the Downfal of Mo, 
naichy. The Evidence againft thefe Perfons was very 
full and clear, and they accordingly found guilty of High 
Treafon.” 

To fupport this our Author quotes Archdeacon Echard, 
viz. 

‘© The 3d of September was a Day aufpicious and full 
of Expeétation from one Party, but at this Time ominous 
and direful to the Nation ; and tho’ the Hand of Juflice laed 
hold of thefe laft Criminals, yet the City was burnt at the 
very Time thus proje€ted and prognofticated ; which gave 
a {trong Sufpicion, tho’ not a full Proof, of the Authors 
and Promoters of it.” 

And after the Archdeacon has defcribed the Fire he goes 
on: 

** Great Calamities naturally produce various Conjectur’ P 
and prodigious Imaginations; Men feldom confidering 
that the moft ftupendous Effects often proceed from the 
molt minute Caufes, or mott remote Accidents. At fir 
the People naturally and generally looked upon this as the 
Judgment of Heaven upon a wicked City and Nation, not 
fufficiently humbled by the preceding Peitilence. But 
Time foon produced abundance of Sufpicions and Variety 
of Opinions. Some believed that it was garried on by a 
Confpiracy of Papifis and Je/wits ; which was afterwards 
offered to be made appear in the Pepi Pit. Others ful-

This Morning 
comes in from Lad Lovelace, a plain Confeffion of a Youth, 
Vaylor, Son ta a Dutchman refiding in London, who moft 
expresily confeffis, he, bis Father, and his Uncle, fet Five on 
the Man's Haute ia Padding Lane, on Saturday Night, by 
Fire Balls throw nin ata Gila/s Window avhich oe 
avith many other Circam/flances of their propagating their hor 
rid Defign. The Bey's Age being but Ven Years, renders the 
avhole fujpected ; but it is put into my Lord Chief J nflice’s 
Hands. As tothe Papi's contributing to this Fire, 1 have 
been told by an eminent Prelate, that Dr. Graunt, one o 
that Religion, was firongly fulpected, who, having a Shar 
in the Water Houle by Z/ingtorr, contrived, as "tis believed, 
to flop up the Pipes the Night before the Fire broke out ; 
fo that it was many Hours before that any Water could b 
pot after the ulual Manner in the City. After all Exami 
nations, there was but one Man tried for being the Incen 
diary, who conteifing the Pat, was executed for it. ‘This 
was Robert Hubert, a French Hugonot ot Roan in Normandy, 
a Perfon fallely tard to be a Papiff, but really a fort of a 
Lunatic, who, by meer Accident, was brought into Eng 
land jutt before the breaking out of the Fire, but not landed 
‘ull two Days after, as afterwards appeared by the Evi- 
dence of Laurence Pete fon, the Mafter of a Ship who had 
him on board. As to the Report: concerning the King 
and the Duke, and Oazs’s and Bedice’s Narratives as to 
this Matter, the Suppefiuons are fo monflrous, and the 
Fvidence fo wretchedly mean, that they deferve no Hitlo 
So that, after weighing all Circum 
flunces, we can dill make no exadt Determination ; but to 
judge on the charitable, and perhaps probable Side, we 
may fay, that rhe Bey y of this dreadful Five was the 
‘Judseme nt, and the End of it the Mercy of Heaven; for 
neither of them feem to have been the Effects of human Means

What goes a great Way in 
Favor of the Papi/?s is, that both my learned Hiftorians 
feem to acquit them; and if the Archdeacon thould be 
thought inclinable to ferecn them, yet the Pre/ate can in 
inno wife come under that Imputation, as "tis notorious he 
was embarked againft them on ail Oceafions. ‘The Reader 
therefore will confider, whether he can fay, with My 
Pepe, thatthe MoxnuMENni lifts up his Head and fres.

He has left a Lady and four Sons and three Daughters, 
and his great Eftate in the Counties of Chefter and Stafford, 
of 15,cool. a Year, defcends to his eldeft Son, John 
Crewe, Efg; one of the Reprefentatives in the prefent Par- 
liament for Chethire. 

Suuday died at his Houfe in South-Lambeth, Mr. Lee, 
a celebrated Botanift, and a Gentleman of a plentiful For- 
tune
